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THE BRITISH PACIFIC. 


Tho rejection by the British Colum- 


bia government of the proposals of the 
British Pacific railway company for 
the construction of a railway from 
Comox, a point on the Esquimault and 
Nanaimo railway on Vancouver Isiand 
by way of Bute Inlet through Carivoo 
to the boundary of the province in the 
Jesper Pass, is arousing a great deal of 
hostile feeling in the province, and 
particularly in the capital, Victoria. 
What was practically an indignation 
meeting of the citizens of Victoria was 
held on March 15th, at which the chief 
promoters of the scheme and the mem- 
bers of the government met on the 
platform and threshed out the question 
before the audience. R. P. Rithet, 
M. L. A., who has hitherto been a sup- 
porter of the provincial administration 
led by Mr. Turner, was the principal 
spokesman for the promoters. In 
speaking he said it was not so much 
the rejection of the proposals of the 
company with which he found fauit, as 
to the the fact that the government 
have shown so little disposition to 
encourage in any way any modification 
of the proposals. He showed that the 
members of the government as well as 
himself had been returned, with the 
British Pacific project as the leading 
plank in their platforms. Without such 
a railway es that proposed the larger 
and most valuable part of the province 
must remain undeveloped. He main- 
tained that the development that would 
result from the construction of the rail- 
way would be ample return for the cost 
to the province. The estimated cost of 
the road of 4774 miles was $23,000,- 
000.. The aid asked was $240,000 a 
year for twenty-five years, equal to four 
per cent to a capital amount of $6,000,- 
000, or to an actualcash payment by 
the province of $4,363,363, for the 
company was te provide the difference 
between that sum and $6,000,000 by a 
sinking fund. The land grant asked was 
25,000,000 acres. No money was ask- 
ed for for two years and then the money 
was only to be paid by the province as 
the work progressed. The B. C. gov- 
ernment had guaranteed the bonds of 
the Shuswap and Okanagan branch of 
the C. P. R. to the amount of $25,000 
a mile, and the Nakusp and Slocan 
$17,500 amile. The British Pacific 
proposal was equal to less than $8,000 
a mile inéash and 20,000 acres of land 
per mile, on the mainland and 10,000 
acres per mile on Vancouver Island. 
The cost.of the road would be between 
$30,000 and $40,000 per mile, Speak- 
ing of the value of the country to be 
developed he said that since 1888 the 
mines of Cariboo had yielded $55,- 
000,000. 

The reply of Premier Turner made 
it amply evident that whatever his 
platform might have been when he 
was elected, his present policy was not 
favorable to the British Pacific scheme. 
Instead of taking the position of,one in- 
terested in the development of the pro- 
vince, he took a strictly negative stand, 
merely finding fault with the stand- 
ing of the company and declaring the in- 
ability of the province to bear the pro- 
posed additional burden. He thought 
Cariboo could be developed far more 
cheaply by a branch line of the ©. P. 
R. This suggestion was received with 
a storm of indignation by the audience, 
who finally agreed almost unanimous- 
ly toa resolution charging the govern- 
ment with breach of faith in the 
matter, and encouraging the representa 
tives who favored the enterprise to 
continue their course. 

The premier made a great handle of 
the fact that the company had not made 
any arrangements for connections east 
of ‘the mountains, in order to make 
their scheme a transcontinental line, 
In reply to this Mr. Rithet said, “ until 
we get astanding from the province 
how can we arrange for connections,” 


Right here comes in the responsibility 
of the Dominion parliament and of the 
representatives of the Northwest in 


parliament in this matter. Premier 


Turner did not say or hint that British 
Columbia would not aid such a project 
liberally, but he used the fact that it 
had not yet received and was not likely 
to receive Dominion encouragement as 
an argument against it. The construc- 
tion of this road as an independent 
transcontinental line, competing with 
the C. P. R. from Victoria to Winni- 
peg—from which point there is a choice 
of routes east—is as important to the 
development of the Saskatchewan val- 
ley as it is to Northern British Colum- 
bia. It is the one chance of that com- 
petition in railway rates, without which 
the country can never progress a3 it 
should. It is the settled policy cf the 
present government not only not to 
encourage, but to discourage and in- 
deed actually prevent effective com- 

petition with the C. P.R, in the North- 
west. The Northwest as a whole and 
particularly the Saskatehewan region of 
the Northwest needs the British Pacific 

asan active competitor with the C. P. 

R. more than it needs any other thing. 

It can never get that as longas the pre- 
sent alliance between the C. P. R. and 
the party at present in power in Ottawa 
continues. The only thing to be done 
in such a case is to break the combina- 
tion by turning out the government and 
the only way to turnout the govern- 
ment isto vote against the government 
candidate at the coming elections; just 
as the people of British Columbia pro- 
pose to do regarding the combination 
against railway competition which has 
evidently been made in that province. 
The development of the richest gold 
fields in the worild—Cariboo—and the 
development of the greatest agricultur- 
al area in Canada—the Saskatchewan 
Valley—depends on the construction of 
the proposed railway, and the govern- 
ment of Canada and the government of 
British Columbia are both pledged 
against it. When the government of 
the country is against the progress and 
welfare of the country it is the duty of 
every citizen to be against the gov- 
ernment.

Mr. Foster announced in the house 
on Friday the 20th thet “the govern- 
ment was pledged to remedial legisla- 
tion and will not recede one inch,” 
This being the case, why does the gov- 
ernment send a commission to Winni 
peg to make terms with the Manitoba 
government?
